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Throughout most of the nineteenth century there were periodic attempts to organize painters. 
Until IBB7, however^ most of them met with quick failure, largely due to the public's failure to rec- 
ognize the importance of expert application of paint and other decorative materials. 

Few people appreciated the beautifying and preservative values of paint and, too often^ when 
they did order paint, unskilled workers were called on to apply it. Such slipshod decorating practices 
made organizing the craft exceedingly difficult. 

By 1886, however, property owners were beginning to see the value of skilled craftsmanship in 
painting and decorating, and the painters were beginning to recognize the need for a strong national 
union. In that year, the Brotherhood of Painters and Decorators of America was formed, under the 
leadership of John T. Elliott. From an humble beginning, with 13 chartered locals, the union has 
grown to a strong Brotherhood of 210,000 members. 

General President ts Lawrence P. Lindelof, a native of Sweden, who came to America as a 
young man and joined the Brotherhood a half century ago. He has served as president since 1929. 
Secretary-Treasurer Lawrence Raftery began learning his craft in 1913 under his father in St, Louis, 
and has served in his office since 1941. 

We take pride in saluting this progressive union. 
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A lmost as soon as man was 
created he lie«ran lo seek some 
shelter from the elements and he 
took to caves carved in the moim- 
tainsides and to ImiidinK crude 
huts. And as far Imek as those pre- 
historic days, man followed a na- 
tural urge to beautify his siirround- 
iiigs. The caveman made rude 
drawings on the inside of their 
earthen dwellings and colored them 
with bright pigment s* Wlieii prim- 
itive men stretched hide>s of ani- 
mals over poles lo form shelters, 
they frequent iy painted decora- 
tions on the outside, and witness 
the American Indians at a later 
date inscribing designs on the out- 
side of their tepees. 

Egyptian Designs 

As our world citizens l*ecaine 
more civilized, we find more elab- 
orate decoT^ations. Egyptian civil- 
ization. for exani]^ie» was marked 
by beautiful pottery and glazed 
work and Byzantine culture intro- 
duced mosaic walls for future gen- 
erations. 

Only recently excavators un- 
earthed remnants of the ancient 
palace of King Herod, resting be- 
neath a tomato patcli at Jericho, six 
miles north of the Head Sea. The 
report of the excavators states that 
the palace ivas of cut sandstone 
“plastered over and painted with 
brilliant colors./’ 


At first men painted their dwell- 
ings merely to l^eautify the struc- 
tures. Then as time went on, they 
di.scovered that i>aiming or stain- 
ing tile wooden parts of their build- 
ings made the material last longer. 
Today the painting and decora ting 
industry is lug Imsiness. and it 
mixes iitilitarian with esthetic 
values as perhaps no other industry 
under the sun does. It is a pleasure 
lo bring our readers a birdseye 
view of this va.stly interesting and 
important craft and the men who 
ply it. 

Decorating Costly 

Here in our country in colonial 
days and even up to the latter half 
of the 19th century, the lot of the 
]irofessional painter and decorator 
was not an eas\- one, and house 
painters and their professional al- 
lies in related trades were slower 
to form disiinclive organizations 
rlian wei-e many other tradesmen. 
This is probably due to the fact 
that fleco rating in the early nine- 
teenth ceiitnry was considered a 
costly luxury. People did not recog- 
nize the economy of paint, proper- 
ly applied, as a ]ireservative and 
Urns deferred having it dom or 
often apidied it themselves or em- 
ployed cheap, inexperienced laf Kir 
to do it. Because of this condition 
even trained (U*aftsmeii were fcircetl 
to accept meager wages and work 


long Inmrs ami tmder pour condi- 
tions. 

Previous lo 188G, no trade was in 
a more demoralized eonditjon. The 
experienced, the professional paint- 
er tried time and time again to bet- 
ter his l(jt and seemed to realizt* 
from the beginning that only in 
union could be aeeompHsh this. 
However, first attempts a1 organ- 
ization were not too successful . 

A painters* society was organ- 
ized in Philadelphia in 1813 but 
siH>n dropped out of existence. 

In 1842, a “Practical F^ainters 
[fnioii“ was orgaiuzed in New 
York, lull this was only a local 
project. In 1826 the neruian Fres- 
co Painters of New York formed a 
union but its membership was 
sharply i-estricted as its name im- 
plies, 

C a mpaign N ailed 

Timre were also hi New ^hu'k. 
unions of Dry Dock Painters, Cus- 
tom Vaniishers and Polishers ami 
House Painters. In that city in 
1871, was the first attempt made to 
nationalize the trade. The drive 
was made by the ‘Htrand Lodge of 
Pain ters of A m ei- icii ’ ’ of ^v 1 1 iel i 
JohTi T. Elliott, who came to he 
known as the founder of the Paint- 
ers’ Brotherhood, was an active 
memlier. This drive was doomed to 
failure hoAvever, because painters 
of outside iocalitles refused to ae-

The HrutfierlmtHl of I’aiiiters ami 
Dfeoralors lif America was bnni at 
a etmlVi'eiiee held hi Haiti more, 
Marc It 15, 1S87 with 15 chartered 
hirals. The delcfjates attendinfs the 
coitferener pledfred themselves to 
leave no stone miturned to make 
this ItrollierluKMl an or^aiUKalion in 
fnet not in name only, Tliey 
ailopted 11 eonstitutioii, decreed 
payment of death and disahilily 
lietiefilH and asked for jurisdielion 
( vvhieli was jiranted) over all hrnsh 
trades, itieliidin^r paperhanners, 
riiiieh ear, earrmire, shift and sif'ii 
fiainters, grainers and fflaziers.

The next chapter in the history 
of tfie Painlers Ihiion is ime of in- 
ternal unrest and confusion which 
beset this Hrotherbood. New to 
organizing i>n h national levtd, 
inistakes were made even as so 
nmiiy other struggling unions 
inad(^ mist likes in the early days. 
The l^iiiiters' diflfieiilty arose l>e- 
carise one man tried to eontro!

this important subject. Color has 
been proven to have an important 
effeet in hoiiies. in fuetories. in 
otfiees. It has even been [iroveii tu 
be valuable as a safety faetor in 
nmehine Industry. 

We visited a hospital to gel 
photos of jMt inters at work to il- 
lustrate our story. They were ap- 
plying cohu* to Ihe walls accord- 
ing to tlie most modern {licories of 
functional eolur — ‘Soft gray green 
for the patients' rooms, beeanse 
it has been proven the most rest- 
ful of all eob»rs ami the one least 
likely to eaiise eyestrain. The 
baths were fieing fniinleil a soft 
rose shad(*. Aeeording to the ex- 
perts this is rhe ideal color for

So many [>a inters are lemm- 
ing alt about colors now and of 
course everyone knows the 
lengths to which painters and 
iieeorators must go to please the 
“Imiy of the hmise” on a dei**»ra- 
tive job. She wants a sort of sal- 
mon-ehart reuse shade to match 
the wings of the birds in her slip 
covers. Umi't think the mihjn 
(minter isn’t prepartol for her 
however. In a recent series of iir- 
ttcbs 4 in Thi I’ltinier tttul />rrom/or, 
me tubers were given formtiliis for 
mixing 2 '>n ditferent colors inelml- 
ing such shades ns ”Grat»enut’' 
which requiretl white, raw sienna, 
elirome yellow, lemon, touch of 
Veiietiau red and raw umber ;

In addition to the tasks already 
Hfiecifietl, ]>a inters and decorators 
must know litjw to apply rleealeo- 
iTiania traiisfers. produce tile and 
stif>ple effects. 

The paper hanger also has an 
intricate job. He must be skilled 
in |>repitring walls ami eeilitigs 
and applying the proper covering. 
This may not always he walljutper 
—maybe caiivas, burlap, muslin or 
other material. The pa|)erhaiiger 
111 list mat eh patterns. lie must 
kntiw color and design, for many 
customers seek his nd vice. 

or course sign painters, mural 
mill scenic painters have inter- 
est lug. intricate and skilled j(dis 
— more often than not, bordering 
on the work of the artist, and in 
fact many of these are artists in 
evi»ry sense of the word. 
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The work of Hie paifiter k o fieri 
hazardous, particiihirly that of 
those who must work on seaffokl* 
ing and wiio do ** swing work— 
those who aetuully work froiii a 
swing sometimes many feet olT the 
ground. 

We watehcd union painters 
skinfuUy iloiitg a eoiuplete par lit 
joli inside anrl out at Walter Reed 
Hospital ill Washington. The 
work was earefiilly exeeiited and 
all preeautions for the protertion 
of the workers ami for the emii- 
jiletion of a good job were ear* 
ried out. We watehed wimlow 
j>aimers working high up, per- 
forming their tasks seated on a 
‘‘window jaek’^ — a safely device 
attaelieil to the window sill* ‘*We 
lit-ver have an accident when we 
use a window daek/* om» young 
painter said. There are also “lad- 
tier jaeks’’ which operate the same 
\yny\ 

We watched a couple of ex- 
perts. “the best swing men in 
Washington'’ as their fellow work- 
ers put it* erect a “chicken lad- 
der'’ across a slant roof* wlierehy 
they could elimb up and down 
and administer the proteetive 
coats of paint safely. 

As the “ehieken ladtler” was 
erected, the whole tirocess was pa* 
tieutly exjdainetl by an experl- 
emi-ed foreman, to a young ap- 
prciiticc on the job* “We want 
them to learn every step ahoiit, 
everything/’ he explained to ns. 

While tmioii jva inters are taught 
ever>" type of safety precaution, 
their work by its very nature is 
hazarfloiis, IMetnred here on these 
]>ages is a photo of a fiitlier ami 
son team who often work to- 
gether, atipropriately named 
“SjniiTOW, ” working on stfafTold- 
iiig hundreds of feet in the air^ 
painting the steeple of the West- 
minster Chiireh in Baltimore. 
I’aiiiteisi often work in haHowerl, 
historic surround iiigs* From their

What must liave 
lieeit Ilia thcmgrhts on that moniiiii^ when in the first 
rose ray of datvn, the island which he named J^an 
Salvador, was sighted from the deck of the Santa 
Mariaf In the face of the blackest discmiragcment 
and threatened mutiny by his erew, this man had 
field to his course, Beeanse he refused to give n\\ 
because he persevered, Columbia, as a well known 
poem puts it, ** gained a world/" and further goes 
mi to say: “lie gave that world its grandest lesson: 
*Onr sail on!’"" 

That, Brothers and Histers, is a reflect ion that we 
migfit take unto ourselves, this CVihunbus Day 1951, 
Tlicre is so uineh to be done today in oiir nation and 
Ihronghout the worlil l»y the men and women of 
courage — ^by those who refuse to let the lUiiversal 
tragedies of war and destriietion or I he 
trageilies which oeeur in their own lives — tlestroy 
tlieir faith in themselves and their ability to aeeoin- 
plish and to gain success and happiness for them’ 
selves and others.

It was Coltim- 
bus’ great ambition to find a 
short route to India, tliereby 
making easily aecessihle the rich 
products (d the fabulous East, 
Since be believed the world to he 
round lie reasoned that India 
could be reached by sailing west- 
ward. He tried to interest the 
King of Portugal in such a ven- 
ture but was given no aiil. In- 
stead. the king secretly sent out 
one of his navigators to look int{> 
the possibilities of Columbus’ 
claims but the ship returned in a

Not that alone, but 
ihe cord is also sold with two or 
three adapters so as to fit the Euro- 
pean single or duplex <nitlet, be- 
cause these outlets arc not stand- 
ardized as we find them in the 
good old U.H.A. 

By inserting the cord in the 
European outlet and then onto 
your shaver, you will get the neees- 
siiry drop, which in this ease will 
be 110 Volts, AC, and will then 
give you the correct shavei^ sj>ccd.

With a load 
of o6 poumls suspended from the 
armature, Uie poles of the battery 
etndd be so rapidly reversed that 
the weigiit would not fall during

I can hear the 
choims from the males now — “They 
may have less accidents, hut their 
crazy driving causes moi^e men to 
have more accidents Poppycock! I 
don't believe it, and anyway if the 
men are so dam good at this dri^ing 
business it seems to me they should 
l>e able to manage to control their 
cars I'egai'dless of whether or not the 
woman ahead of them gives the prop- 
er signal for a turn or not* It^s been 
my experience that at least more 
women give signals— right or wrong* 
At least you know they're going to 
do something* Half the time men 
Just donT hother— make a sharp left 
directly in front of you with no signal 
and have the audacity to say “crazy 
Avoman d river w-hen you apply your 
brakes with a srjueal or have the 
“colossal nerve“ to honk your horn* 

They I>o Park Better 

Well, so much for the “blowing off 
Steam" department. There is one 
concession 1 will have to make. I 
belieA^e that men usually keep their 
heads better in a driving emergency 
than women do, and arc perhaps 
better parkers. Well, what can we 
do about it? We can tiy to iniprave 
our dnvittg ability. Now I have some

dling a cai' in a crisis, as they have 
been handed down by experts* 1 pass 
them on to you here for your cnlight- 
mejit* We'U show those men that we 
can become good parkers ami also 
handle a car in an emergency or 
know the reason why* 

How To Park 

Professional drivers say you can 
tell how well a person d lives by how 
he or she parks. Tliey also say it's 
simple if you follow a few simple 
rules. Here's how; 

Signal your intention to stop* Then 
pull up aloiigskle and exactly parallel 
to the car in front of youi' parking 
space, not less than one foot or more 
than two feet away from him. 

After checking to see that no cars 
are coming toAvarfl you or fixim be- 
hind, turn your steering wheel as far 
to the light as it will go, backing 
v-ery slowly as you do so. This throws 
the front end of your ear sharply 
to the left and you will start backing 
in at about a 4r>-dcgree angle. When 
the front seat of your car is about 
even with the othei^ car's rear bumper, 
straighten your front wheels and con- 
tinue backing slowly. Then start 
turning the steering w*heel very grad- 
ually to the left until you see that 
your front bumper will clear the car 
in front* Hesitate an instant and 
then turn the steering wheel as rapid- 
ly as possible to the left as far as it 
will go, while backing slowly into the 
parking space. 

At this point, your right real* wheel 
will be close to the curb, straighten 
out your wheels and go fovward 
slowly, steering slightly to the right 
until you are parallel to the curb* 
Stop far enough from the car ahead 
to leave room for both of you to get 
out again. 


llillHide Parking 

What aliout parking on a hill? 
Observe three simple rules— (1) 
Cramp your front wheels against the 
curb; (2> Set the gear shift in re- 
verse when facing downhill; in low 
when facing uphill; (3) Pull the 
hand brake on hard. 

Whal To Do When You Have 
A Blowout 

When you ha%e a blowout, keep 
your head and hang on to that wheel 
for dear life. If your front tire blows, 
the car will swerve toward the side 
of the blowout. If a rear tire goes* 
the back end will sway from side to 
side* 

Do your level best to keep the car 
going straight. Don't take your foot 
off the accelerator. In fact inci'case 
your sj>eed slightly if possible. That 
will pull you out of the SAveiwe* 
When you arc sure the car is under 
control, apply the brakes lightly. 
Remember to keep calm and keep the 
car on the road. Remember, too 
great speed causes blowouts. Obseiwe 
speed limits and have your tires 
checked regularly. 

What .About .*>kidding 

They say we women always lose 
our heads in a skid* Avoid st>ceding, 
the greatest cause of skids. Then if 
you do get into one, Kerens what you 
do : 

Turn your fj'ont wheels in the di- 
rection the rear end is skidding. This 
will help straighten the car out. 
Tuniing the wi'ong way will throw 
you into a spin. Be careful not to 
oversteer. This may threw the rear 
end into a reverse skid in the other 
direction and y^oull be in a woi*se 
predicament. Keep your fool on the 
accelerator to keep the rear wheels

Spice Ti|)s for Soup 


i^OMK fail, you *11 probably want to add a IfUle zest to your staid old 
^ standbys and lady, the trick is to use spices* Curry is one spice 
that we housewives fail to use often enough* H is a wonderful doctoring 
agent for soup which is always so good to serve on brisk fall days. 
Many of the other spices add zest to soup also. Here are some spice tips 
for soup use and tw’o new soup recipes that are just a little different 
and which you might like to try* 

Curry gives a delicious bejb-like flavor to most soups, but it*s par- 
ticularly good in split pea soup. Just preimre soup as you usually do* 
Then mix feuspoon of curry powder with a little of the soup before 
stirring it in. (^a teaspoon is alxmt right for a serving of four). 
Clam chowder, a favorite the nation over, has extra zip when seasoned 
with a dash of curry ffowder. Thicken soup, which goe.s well with curry, 
is also ficliciaus if seasoned with a clash of nutmeg. 

Curried ebicken sniip is a dish w^ell worth trying* imply comliliu' 
1 can cream of diicken smip with 1 soup can of light cream or to|* milk, 
and 1 teaspoon of curry fiovviier which has been mixed wdth a little 
milk to make a smooth paste. Garnished w-tth chopped chives, this is 
a soup with eye as well as palate appeal* Tt*s delicious served hot, hut 
it's w*ell to file this with your recipes for cold soups to serve during hot 
w'f*ather. 

Ilere*s a suggestiDn you might not think of, for a sort of left-over 
Boufi that can pass any gourmet *s test* The ingredients are: I cup stock 
from potatoes and peas; t cup milk; 1 cup mashed cold potatoes; 1 
teaspoon curry jiow'der; salt, pepfwr; alioul 1 tablespoon of cooked peas; 
chopped hard conked egg; paprika. Simply combine the liquids. Then 
heat, hlentling in the masheil potatoes to thicken. Add curry jKwder 
combined with a little cobi water* Season. Add peas and serve hoi. 

Canned soups take particularly w^cll to curry. For a luncheon dish 
mmle with canned soup, here*s an interesting idea. Just combine a 
can of condensed cream of mushroom soup and one can of tuna fish. 
Then season with curry powder to taste. For a quick delicious addition 
to lunch or dinner, try a can of tomato soup, but give it more zest 
by adding a tea.Hpoon of curry jmwder, Practically any one of the 
spices or berbe wvhicb go to make up curry can take a how on its own. 
For example, baaii, an ingredient of curry powder, does wonders in 
tomato soup. Here's a case w here you can take a can of soup and add 
extra character* Cream of mushroom and tomato eombined are de- 
licious. But for more flavor add a dash of cinnamon or nutmeg (both 
ingredients of curry powrbu')* and yruTve got a dish wdth real charac- 
ter* Or combine n cun of chicken consomme with tomato Juice. Add a 
little lemon juice, a ftp r inkling of grated cheese, and for extra tastineas, 
just a pinch of curry* 

A dash of nutmeg greatly improves green pea or asparagus soup, 
or try a hint of coriander seed, or perhaps a Itay leaf. Asparagus soup 
does w*ell, too, with just a dash of nutmeg or mace* A blade of mace 
is also good in rnuHl any souji pot — hut esiieeially in fish chowders. 
And a dash of mace in whipped cream makes a specially flavorsome 
topping for tomato soup w'hether it's canned or fresh.

has prodiireil the most outstanding 
el^tncal apprentice of the N\E.C,A. 
District 7. Tn our candidate 

won the coveted national award. 

District 7 of the N.E.C.A, covers 
seven states, and is identical to the 
vice-presidential district \2 of the 
LR.E.W. 

Apprentices of Local No. 1 are 
selected, trained and educated in the 
electrical industry under the super- 
vision of a Joint Apprentice Commit- 
tee composeti of represemativi^s of 
the union, and the eontriietors* tisHoda- 
tion. The men mv given more than 
<>00 hours of compulsory elass room 
instruction at Hadley Vocatioim! 
school on the contractoCa time. In 
addition, the apprentices may utteiid 
other classes rii'^^vided l;y the local on 
their own time. 

All of the classroom education, jihis 
a minimum of U,0P0 hours of on-the- 
job tniining — dividuft proportionally

He is now a top-notch journeyman 
em[>loyeil in the shop where he com- 
pleted his training, Senf comes fmm 
a family of electricians; his father, 
uncles and older brother arc members 
of L^jcal No. 1, 

In !D4l>, the outstanding apprentice 
award was won by Norman W, Fitx- 
ler, a young man whose training was 
interrupted by his enlistment in the 
Navy. He iittenfied Navy electrical 
school, and on completion of this 
schooling, was assigned to the U*S,S* 
Amycus, a repair ship, as nn elec- 
trician second class. 


On returning to civilian life, he 
continued his ajipnmtice training, re- 
fusing to accejjl any c ml Its for his 
navy work, At the end of his train- 
ing, he represented Local 1 at the 
regional competition, and was selected 
to represent onr district in the na- 
tional competition, where he won the 
finals and became the \vorld*s most 
outstanding electrical appi^entit^. 
Upon his return to St, Louis as the 
national winner, he was made an 
electiical foreman by the John Led- 
better Electrical Co,, where he seiwed 
his entire training. Fitzler*s father 
also is a member of No, 1, 

Glen M, Cull, ihe winner of the 
1950 district award, served in Japan 
as a paratrooper. He took charge of 
ail electrical work at his post, with 


only the experience and knowledge 
he had from home, and using captured 
.hifuineHe electricians foi^ the actual 
work. After his discharge, he entered 
his apprenticeship training and, at 
the completion of the program, wns 
selected to represent Local No, 1 at 
the district competition. Thei^e, he 
was selected district champion. CulFs 
father and uncles also were members 
of our ]f»ca]. 

In 1951, Local No. 1 selected Robert 
Ueliling as its delegate to the district 
competitions. He won ivith an out- 
standing record, hut since national 
awards were discontinued, he w^as un- 
able to compete for the coveted awards 

Uehling, like the other winners, had 
to delay his electrical training l>e- 
cause of the war. He received ex- 
tensive training in radio mechanics, 
electronics and radar, and was then 
assigned to the Air Corps. After his 
Army discharge, he enmlled in Wash- 
ington University and, later, con- 
tinucft his electrical apprenticeship 
training. After graduation, he con- 
tinued with the same contractor who 
educated lihn as an apprentice. To- 
day, he's working under the foi'eman- 
ship of Norman Fitzler, making two 
winners on the payroll of the John 
Ledbetter Electrical Co. Rehl ing's 
father also is a member of Local No. 
L 

The close relationship and coopera- 
tion between Local No. 1 and the St.

Born in Chicago 
on February 5, 1872, cHlucated in 
Chicago schools, he entered the trade 
far the Chicago Bell Telephone In '£>3 
— went Into buainess for himself for 
aevenil years — luit came back into 
the trade and was reinitiated in '£>8, 
Went to work for the City of Chicago, 
first as a lineman, then as a lamp 
li'lmmer, the position he held for -Ifi 
years when be went on pension — anil

Fifty years ago u unioji caitl wasn't 
exactly the one idenliheation card 
that would admit oiuf to the "■l>ettcr 
circles."

Brother Hogan reidic?d with the fol- 
lowing story: “In I went to work 
for the Telejihone rompany* At that 
time the Unetitcn had a loosely or- 
ganised group more nr less on a social 
basis, IHscURsion on the possibility of 
orgmni^iatkyn of a trade union bud 
iH^en going on for some time. One 
Saturday morning Nick Rubso, the 
tine foreman for whom Brother Ho- 
gan waa working at the Hiue, told 
alt the hoys that an organizer from 
St. I-ouis, by the name of “Bummy 
Miller*' staying at the tineman's 
Imardhig house, w^as here to organize 
the linemen and all other cdecliical 
mechanics, into the newly organized 
National Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers, and Ik* dammed sure to be 
at the meeting Sunday morning, Sun- 
tlay morning about: loO men met in 
the imek of ii saloon at the corner 
of Vnn lluren and Desplaines Streets 
- — lumce the biilh of L. U. No, 0 . 

There was a lapse in the story at 
this jMunt as Brother Hogan W'cnt 
into huainc^ss for himself. He retuitied 
and w'as reinitiated in ' 1 >S. He was 
electeij treasurer for four yeai*s at a 
salary of six ilullars, or the equivalent 
of his flues. Business Agent Jack 
Blake's salary was the magntflcent 
sum of SSIhotJ per month. 

I hi ring this era the expansion of 
city lighting w'as taking place and 
with a motley cx'ow of bartenders. 


jiorters, barlwra, flislnvashers, etc,, 
they ilug hides for ii couple of years 
liefoie they startefl setting iKdes. 
When the fiolea started to go up, he 
sank nuKSt of them Imikeil at the IP’s 
and 4 o's iiiul relurneil to their former 
occupation. 

Brother Hogan recallefl that John 
Maloney, Brestdent of the Interna- 
lionat was working as u city lineman 
at the time. 

One of the most amusing incidents 
of his long career huji|iened on this 
job. BrothfU' Hogan khkI “One morn- 
ing a new lineftian ixqiorliN^l for work 
and to ami Inrhold, he had a safety 
on his bfdt. L'p to that time they never 
saw a safety and were ipiite anxious 
to see how it workeil. Well, this 
“ferritier" from the East waltzed up 
to the hrst pole a ltd linoketl the cross- 
arm on his belt and prejmied to as- 
cend — that was too much — they would 
staml for the safety but to curry the 


arm up the |iok* — that was out. It 
wasn't long they all had 

safeties and not long befoi*e the com- 
panies made it nmndaiory. 

As an after thought Brother Hogan 
had another item that might he of 
interest to some of our ymjngei' mem- 
bers, In the eai’ly days of No. U, 
niemhers used to attend ineetiugs in 
full regalia much to the an on y a nee 
of the non-linemen members, so they 
lietitioned the Executive Hoard to or- 
ganize their own local The retpiest 
was granted ami so our sister Local 
No, liwame a tmit of our Inter- 
national 

Since this article is much longer 
than I hail anticiputetl I will follow 
next month with our other hO-year 
member's tales of the past. 

As this article was related entirely 
from memory, there may 1 h* «<vme 
discrepancies as to order of <lules, 
and having no experience in compiling 
and catalogueing this type of ma* 
teilul I hope you will hear with me 
in my efforts to gel a story for you.

Cas Distribution Course 
Attended in Springfield 

L. U. 51, SPRINGFIELD, ILL.— Last 
winter a preliminary course in gas 
distribution was given by Local 51 
in cooperation with the Illinois State 
Board of Vocational Education and 
the Springfield Board of Education, 

The course consisted of 27 sessions 
of tw'o hours each, with meetings 
every Monday evening from 7:30 to 
9:30, 

The fundamental principles involv^- 
ed in piping gas, plus servicing and 
installing appliances were taught in 
this course. Average attendance was 
24 men each session and IS men qual- 
ified for certificates by attending 75 
percent or more of the n^eetings. 

These certificates were given by 
the Springfield Board of Education 
at a dinner given by the Central Illi- 
nois Light Company in honor of ths 
men who attended the course and 
proved their willingness to improve 
their knowledge of their work. 

Those present in addition to the 
class were Mi\ Wingo and Mn Ready 
of the Illinois Board of Vocational 
Education, Mn Coe and Mn Shy- 
manky of the Central Illinois Light 
Company, Mr, Manson of the Spring- 
field Board of Education and Mr, 
Tolliver, assistant business agent of 
Local 51, Also present were the 
school conmiittee, Mr. Schaeffer, Mr. 
Hindricks and Instructor Charles Mil- 
ler. Six of the class were absent at 
the dinner because of sickness, work 
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or vacation time- The encloscHi photo

Plans call for a more advanced 
course in f^m work this winter. 

A course for electrical wfjrkerg was 
started last winter but too lute to 
comfdetcf before summer It is to he

Licensing of Linemen 
Urged in Massachusetts 

L. r. 104 . BOSTON. MASS.— A mat- 
ter of such vital importance has 

arisen in our local that it necessarily 
predominates over all other matters. 
We wish to say that this local union 
has flamed a resolution and pre- 
sented it to the Massachusetts and 

Rhode Island State Electrical Work- 

ers Committee to the elTect that this 
local union is desirous of having a 
license bill for linemen presented to 
the Massachusetts State Legislature 
wdien it next convenes. In 1936 a 
similar bill was presented only to 
have influential interests denounce it 
and bi'ing it to eventual defeat. These 
interests had the poor judgment to 
claim that there was no justification 
for such a bill* Let us once and for 
all, dearly and concisely, point out 
why a bill of this nature is justified 
and will work for both labor and 
managerial interests. 

First let us discuss its eUect on 
the unions involved. We are all fully 
cognizant. Brothers, of the inherent 
dangers of line work. This bill would 
bring into being a system of ap- 
prenticeship that eventually wouhi 
lead to an examination under State 
supervision. Before a man could 
qualify as a journeyman he would 
have to pass an examination that 
would determine his capabilities in 
this field. By allowing only capable 
and competent men to cany journey- 
men cards it would decrease to a very 
great extent the hazards prevalent in 
the trade and bring about inci’eased 
safety regulations. This might ulti- 
mately lead to lower rates of insur- 
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since? for nu'n t^nurasrtitl in this work, 
as any of you who Imvt.* attc»iipU*d 
to take out an insurance poHcy are 
well at^nuaiiiioil with the much higher 
rate charg'd in this field.

the code or speciftcations call for and 
another customer has been cheated, 
if a City Inspector bangs out loo 
many red tags he is soon unemployed. 

I may be- 
come unemployed myself when this 
report is read, but J just want to tell 
our readers that we don’t like their 
excuse. Ivocal llfi has turned out 
many good mechanics and as all other 
locals, we ai-e still turning out some 
good ones.

Electrical Innovations 

Reported from Chicago 

L, U, 13 1, (IIICAGO, ILL.— Com- 
monwealth Edison Company’s Ridge- 
land Gene rating Station locate<l at 


44tb and Bblgcdand Avenue in Chi- 
cago. lUinois, on the Chicago Sanitary 
Canal, a part of the great Illinois 
Waterway, is now on the line! It is 
supjdying 150,000 kilowatts of its ulti- 
mate 000,000 kilowatt cBi)acity to the 
electrical diatrihuthm system which 
serves ('hicago and Northern lUinoia, 
This station contains many Imiova- 
limts in the getwiiiling of electricity. 

It wits flesigned by Edisrni Coniimny 
ejigineers and the electrical iustal- 
bitinii was imide enlirtdy by members 
of l.ocul In ion No. 134, in 

Hie employ of Emerson Comstock 
Company, Inc., who, at the p*“ak of 
the job, had 545 ioumeymen and ap- 
jii'entiees working. 

The station’s location on the water- 
way system gives it ready acci^ss to 
the’ almost limllless jesotirces of coal 
in centjal Illinois. The coal is de- 
livered by barge to the station's re- 
serve stock pile which has a cti|iacity 
of iilHJjmu tons. This insures an atle- 
fjuate fuel supply in the event of the 
interrii[>tion of normal coal shipments. 
Each generating unit (when com- 
pleted there will he four) is composed 
of one gem^ralor driven by a tuihine 
using high jiressure steam and one 
generator driven by a second lurid ne 
whicli reuses the same stt‘am at a low- 
er pressure, the two generators hav- 
ing a coniinned capactiy of 15P,Utl0 
kilowatts at 13,80(1 volts which is 
stejijaKl-iip to fifijMiO volts for trans- 
mission. The high pressure turhine 
revolves at a spieed of r,p.nu— 

the low pressure turbine at a s(*ced 
of 1, 8(H) r.p.m. 

Complete control of Ihe station, 
with the exception of the coal liand- 
ling system, is centered in a single 
control room. From thi' time Ihe 
coal is fed into lla- boilers until the 
tiled rid ly Hows Into the iran.smissiori 
lines, every detail is recordeil aTuI 
guided. A public address system con- 
nects the control room with all parts 
of the station and pcimits instant con- 
nect ioii with operators at strategic 
|K>ints. . , . oven television jdays an 
im|K>iiaiit part in the operation of the 
station for it is used to give the 
employes in the control room a con- 
tinuous picture of the vital water 
gauges at the top of the boilers. 

Two years uml nine months were 
Rlient in c<»mf doting the station and 
placing the first unit in operation. 
Woi’k is now going ahead on unit Nih 
2 and it is anticipated that this will 
be on the Une in another 18 months. 

The n (beers and members of l.oeal 
Union No. 134 are very proud of the 
jtaii they had in putting this giant 
generating plant into operation anfl 
feel that il will Interest all I.R.E.W. 
memlwiS to know that, now that it is 
on the line, it is maintained and o|>er- 
ated solely by members of the Utility 
Branch of the BrotherhocKl.

WeVe got a new assistant business 
representative that 1 feel I should 
toot the horn for. His name is Bon 
Petersen, and he is the individual who 
has done such a fine job in organizing 
the radio, television and appliance n-- 
pairmen. I don't believe that we in 
Minneapolis are the first to organize 
these workers, but \ do feel that there 
is no other place as strongly orgiin- 
ized as we are here. One of the 
reasons we are so strongly organ- 
ized is due to Ron’s never letting up 
for one moment in his <|uest for new 
members. In fact, Fve never known 
another person to be so conscientimis 
or to have so much drive in trying to 
raise the standards of everyone in 
the [,B,E,W. All the time ihai I've* 
knowm him I’m proud to say that I’ve 
known one of the strongest advfjcates 
of unionism here. And it was these 
beliefs that led him to go out so 
strongly to raise the standards of the 
television w’orkers. When the owners 
of the shops kicked him out I think 
that made him to organize that 

shop even more, so then he'd make 
arrangements to meet the workers In 
their homes and if that wasn’t jios- 
sible, Ron would work something out 


to make sure he at least made a con- 
tact in the shop. Then, after that 
first con tact and the worker's willing- 
ness to sign up ill the local he kept 
right at everything until he was able 
to gel a certification election going 
and the majority of the wtirkers in 
the shop initialed in the local. 

At two separate meetings of the 
local union, Ron had the largest 
group <>r new members to be sworn 
in that I ami many othere have ever 
seen. And the niernbcrs were really 
glad to see these fine technicians 
choose our great Brotherhor>d — and 
Fm sure (hat this feeling is a gmid 
critpria of all of the members of the 
Brotherhood, Maybe there aren't as 
many menibers in the local as aware 
m I am of Ron's willingness to fight 
at all times for I lie good of the Local 
so to them I'd like to tell this little 
stoiy of what he once ditl to upholil 
our conditions, Ron was in tht‘ hos- 
pital to find out what it was that ailed 
him, when he chanced to look into 
the hall and he saw a person doing 
a little elect riciil work. Even though 
orders were to stay in bed, he hound- 
ed out to stop lilts encroachment of 
our trade and even though he was 
sick he caused so much commotion 
that a day or Ivvo later he was home 
recii pent ling and mit in the hospitaL 
Now, that's really going out of the 
way and I'm sure he would still rather 
fight for the local than fight for his 
own health* That’s the kind of a 
person is. 

Since Ron organized the radio, ap- 
pliance and television men wor<l got 
to some electronic workers and tech- 
nicians in various plants around Min- 
neapolis — so after their hearing about 
the fine things that the IBRW has 
to offer it may not be too long be- 
fore we’il have a lot more of the 
electronic industry signed up In Loral 
2J>2. This will help both to stabilize 
this industiy and also strengthen our 
local by these new additionB. But the 
box score right now is 51 radio-tele- 
vision shops signed up and out of 
those we have 225 members, and I 
think that ahmil pi-r cent of them 
are lOO per cent LB.E.W, 

Well, I hope this little introduction 
into Ron’s union activities will help 
you know one of your officers better. 

One of the things that really im- 
pressed me lust yt‘iir was the few' 
people in our local that bothered to 
go to school anywhere, be it trade 
school. University of Minnesota night 
.school, or any other school. I don't 
know whether this is because w*e are 
so well eilu rated, so complacent, or 
so lazy. I kind of think that it is 
maybe the latter that held them back* 
Once the state license is ac<iuired 
and schooling is no longer required it 
seems that inten*st wanes in self-im- 
provement. 1, personally, feel that 
this Is bud and if I had my way, every 
member of our local would he required 
to attend some accredited school for 


at least tme course a year as a con- 
dition of keeping membership in goiKl 
standing. The reason I feel so strong- 
ly about this is due to the ever-mov- 
ing field of electricity, the field of 
politics and last but not least the com- 
plex business of running our union. 
We need goo<I men both as members 
and as good strong membei's. Both of 
tht*se are not simple tasks and now' 
more than any other time we need 
good reliable hi-ad.s to guide our paths 
so that we may always progress, even 
in the face of all the anti-union laws 
that are continually throwm at us. So 
NOW, yes right NOW, all of the 
schools in this area are signing up 
for new classes, so im''estigate, then 
choose, what you want and sign up to 
move ahead, not firop behind in the 
nice to protect or lose %vhal we have 
gained hi the past. 

In closing I hate to say, we'%'e lost 
two good members of our Local. One 
Harry W, NiehoLs, a member on re- 
tirement passed away July of a 
heart attack at the age of 7^. The 
other, Clarence E. Rw'anson, 12, died 
Augu.st 11 in an automobile crash 
near St. IV ter, Minnesota. He is sur- 
vived by his wife, Vera, five children, 
and five brothers. We sincerely re- 
gret the loss of these two men to 
their families and friends in the local 
and we're sure that they will be 
greatly missed.

The Htruclure is six stories in 
height* It is a continuous annealing 
line, the steel strip climbing to the 
lop to enter the heat treating fur- 
naces, the process giving the tinplate 
enough flexibility to b<- made into 
cans and other tuoducts* The annual 
capacity of the huge device is 13G,0thl 
tons. 

Sheet steel strip 18 to 37 inches 
wide passes through it at a speed of 
one tnile every five minut€*R* The 
structure is 336 feet long* Tin plate 
after cold reduction, is stiff and un- 
w'orkahle but continuous annealing 
makes it pliable.

Tribute Paid to 
Late Bro. Quigley

Since thiB Is my first conlnbution to 
the JorRNAt, it makes me very proud 
to rejiort a rather unique incident 
which hapi>CTied recently. 

,At its annual picnic on July 15, 
lUfil the Thomas and Betts Company 
honored members of l/>cal lOdS of 
the 1.B.E.W* Almost all the com- 
pmiy'H personnel turned out far what 
appeared to he the biggest outing 
since Its Inception four years ago. 

It was at this affair Ihui manage- 
ment presented the union with a 
plaque in mimiory of our departed 
Brother Thomas Quigley who died in 
May of this year* The plai^ue was 
presented by Noiman J, MacDonald, 
vice piesideiit of the conqiany who 
eulogized Brother Quigley in his pre- 
sentation sjM’ecb. !t was accepted for 
the union by Louis P. Maiciante, 
pi'esident of the New Jersey Stale 
Federation of l.alior and member of 
the I.B.E.W, International Executive 
Council, who in his acceptance stM'ech 
stated that he was glad to '*jofn in 
this rather unique tribute of manage- 
ment to labor and at the same time 
accept a platiue defllcatod to such an 
able and devoted trades unionist,” as 
the late Brother Quigley* Brother 
Marciaiite in turn presentetl the 
awanl to Andrew J. Mulrain, presi- 
dent of Local infiS. 

For those of us who knew him per- 
sonally, to any of his friends else- 
where who read this Joi'rnal* 
Bud her Quigley truly wa*s a devotet! 
union leader. He was born in Kil- 
birne, Scotland, January 2, 1880 and 
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at the tender ajr>p of 13 secured a jnh 
as a coal miner. From the very be- 
Kianinjr of his employment he began 
to look for ways ami means to im- 
prove the working eondi lions for the 
laboring man. At the age of 10 he 
had been inst rumen tal in obtaining 
lattter and safer working conditions 
for his CO- workers* 

At the age of 31, after s|)endiiig 
lt» years as a coal miner, he came to 
America at a time when !al>or unions 
were beginning to gain a place in the 
sun. For a while he work^ as a coal 
miner out west anti in !fl24 came to 
work for the Tbnnias and Betts Corn- 
piiny* At the time of his death, he 
had been with the comjmny for al- 
most 2T years, 

f>uiing this tinii- he was one of the 
organ iy/M's and a charter member of 
Local HUSS, which received its charter 
in HI37, His uniim ucLivilies were nu- 
merous, for he held the Jobs of chief 
steward, shop committee member, Me- 
got j at ion Committee memh€*r and Ex- 
ecutive Board member* At the time 
of his death he held the ofTicf' of busi- 
ness manager ami was fining as usual 
a very wonderful Joli indeed, A dele- 
gate to the Centiul Labor Union of 
Union County for many years, he 
very rarely missed a meetings Al- 
though not a literary genius, his fre- 
(|Uent articles to the Lfih»r Ad- 

rucnfr ami Other union publications 
were enlightening as w€*lt as in for- 
mat tve* A firm iMdiever in National 
Heatih Insurance lie did all in his 
IKjwer to educate the membc^rs of our 
hical to the numerouB benefits that 
couhl be obtained from such a pro- 
gram as 'well as the niiUions who 
would be served by it* His age and 
exiwrience made him an ideal ad- 
viser to all Brothers and Sisters of 
fiur organisation. Helove<l by all, ho 
was ever ready to take care of any 
prohlenis presented to him by the 
members* He continually urged the 
young€?r menibci'B to become officers 
in our local, to bt^come interested and 
aclive in union affairs, and to see f<ir 
themselves how unionism I'cally 
works* Firmly believing that these 
young people hail the coinage and the 
ability to carry on, kept him con- 
stantly on the alert and ever ready 
to help one who showed the least hit 
of interest but who needetf a bit of 
fatherly advice and encouragement to 
help him or her to make that final 
decision. We have all suffered a great 
loss at his passing ami shall miss him 
always. 

The plaque presented was tnsci'ibed 
with these words, ^*TO ONE WHO 
SEllVET) FOR MANY YEARS AS 
A VALUED EMPLOYEE OF THE 
COMPANY AND A RESPECTED 
OFFICER OF THE UNION." 

The plaque will keep his memory 
alive in our hearts for ever, for each

Of Scranton Local 

l>. r. 1520, SCKANTON, VA.— 
Thanksgiving Day, 19411, >vili long be 
remembered by the more than 500 
production and clerical w*orkers of 
the Scranton Electric Company, for 
it Nvas on that day that Oscar John- 
son* International Representative of 
the International Rrntherhood of 
Electrical Workers arrived in Scran- 
ton to undertake the task of organiz- 
ing us. Johnson is a Ureles.^ w'orker 
with an insatiable urge to acquire 
facts and to present those facts 
patiently, sincerely, frankly, honesl- 
ly. He is a ciAtsader for the aims and 
principles of the LB.E.W. ami a firm 
believer in the premise that a union's 
progress can usually be measui'ed by 
its ability to establish a sound labor- 
maimgement relaticmship. His efforta 
soon won him strong aupjiort and his 
organizing effort resulted in the LR.- 
E.\V. winning the hargaining rights 
in a eonsent election held May H, 
DtoO, Thus was Local 1520 chartered 
and born. 

Its officers are: President Warren 
D. Colic; Vice President John B. 
Duffy; Financial Secretary William 


F. Farrell; Recording St'crctary Hen- 
rietta T. Kappral; Treasurer James 
Jay Woods, Its Executive Hoard 
members are: Orrin Hinds* Earl Max- 
son, James Hums, David James and 
Maurice Rohan. 

Pennsylvania has u Ittility Law 
which forbids strikes and provide.s for 
compuiaory arhitration by a panel of 
arbiters appointed by the Governor. 
Under the cloud of this realrictive 
law, our committee, headed by John- 
son, negotiated our first agreement. 
This initial contract, four months in 
the making, fell far short of our 
aspirations, but was still a substan- 
tial improvement over mir previous 
agreements. 

A one- year contract* il provided a 
four percent wage increase, union 
aecuiity, check-off, joh seniority with 
workable rules for promotion, demo- 
tion, and lay-off, a very good griev- 
ance procedure vrhich gets rc'sults, 
double time for Sunday and second 
day of rest, improved meal pio vision, 
additional holiday, improved vacation, 
(three weeks after 15 years* service) * 
bi-weekly payday and other enneea- 
siona. 

In April of this year, our commit- 
tee, headed by the *T)le Pro,” Ted 
Naughton, began negotiations for our 
second contract. The enclosed news- 
paper clipping from our friendly 
Scran ton Ti mes givea a graph ic ac- 
count of the climax of these negotia- 
tions and the excellent results ob- 
tained. Too much credit cannot be 
given to Naughton. Ilia leadership 
was an inspiration. Cool and calm, 
hut always firm, he w-as in control 
of the situation all the way and we 
feel that he did a splendid joh for 
us. 

We \vish to extend our thanks for 
the support and cooperation given us 
by International Ofllcers* President 
Tracy* Secretary Milne, Research Di- 
rector Robbins, General Counsel Sher- 
man and Executive Board Secretary 
Broach. 

We are especially grateful to the 
following who have come to Scranton 
and rendered perBonal assistance to 
ua during our short span as an LR.- 
E.W. local; Vice-President Joseph W. 
IJggett; International Representa- 
tives, Daly, Scholl and Sayres; Rroth- 
er Crahame* Atlantic City; and 
Brothers Dove and Rutledge of Pub- 
lic Service, New Jersey. Many 
thanks! 

We have participated in the Inter- 
national Convention at Miami, Flor- 
ida* and at Progress Meetings at 
Syracuse, New York and Newark, 
New Jersey. In our recent negotia- 
tions, the local hacked Up Naughton 
and the committee with an overwhelm- 
ing strike vote. We are getting our 
feet on the ground and l>egiiming to 
feel as if we really "belong.”

Win Board Election 
By Wide Margin

United Eleetricah Radio an<l Machine 
Workers Uninn suffered another stun* 
ning defeal in a Labor Hoard election 
at two plants operated by the Ameri- 
can Cystoscope Makers, Inc*, in Man- 
hattan and the Bronx, il was an- 
nounced August !)* The left-leti VE 
had for eight years re resen ted the 
workers employed at both loca- 
tions. 

Results of the voting in the latest 
UK setback, disclosed that the inter- 
national Hrotherhood of Electrical 
Workers, Local ir>14, A.F. of L., had 
chalke<i up an outstantling vicRiry by 
a wide margin of 187 votes to 20, 
with one hallot voided, Seventy-three 
workers on vacation at the time of 
the clectum, mailed in their prefer- 
ence for the A,F, of L. tin ion, but 
unrler the I’ules of the socret ballot 
voting, could not be included in the 
tabulation. 

First iniiications that the ACM I 
employes were seeking to break the 
long^ standing grip of UK in the tw^o 
plants, came last jammvy when an 
overwhelming majority of the men 
and women at the uptown location 
petitioned the A.F. of L, union to 
act as their spokesman in negotiating 
with the company for a eost-of-Mving 
increascK Immediately thereafter, the 
Manhattan shop, W’hich manufactures 
electrical surgical equipment for the 
governmenl, iinnoiincetl their support 
of the new vinion, 

ronfeiences l^etween the union and 
company came to a dramatic close 
on the eve of the Sia hi li nation Hoard 
wage freeze when an ngreemoni was 
reached granting the workers a l2Hc- 
2*7c per hour increase. The new raise 
representetl a sum more than twice 
that gained by the ousted left-wing 
union during their entire long eight 
year reign ut the plants. 

Max i? anchor, president of the win* 
nlng union, prefiicted that the Com- 
munist-led UK W'ould soon disappear 
from the New York labor iiicone, 

“It is douhlful," said Sanchez, “that 
an organization in America can long 
endure without the active support of 
the people rt claims to represent. The 
results of this election would indicate 
that the UK is nothing more than a 
cardi>ourd house ready lo collapse

Tlie 
rimmlter of t'ommeree, tlie Maim- 
hictiircrs’ Association, and the 
cattle iudiistr.v have lieeti a power- 
fnl ('ombinc. almost impossible to 
eounteraet. It was evident fmm 
the lieginiiing that witli Wilson 
and Johnston corning from big 
iiidustry, that they were being 
di(*tated to. and only recently has 
the picture started to ehanm* to 
some extent. 

PreKident Tracy next outlined 
the duties of the Wage Stabiiij^a- 
tion Board. 

^ In speaking of the Building 
Trades rnniinis.sion which has l^eeu 
esfiddishcd to cover this iinlustry. 
President Tracy ret| nested that no 
applications Ik* filed directly with 
the commission.
